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THR CANADIAN LAKEHBAD WIRELESS EXPERIMENTERS 


This first meeting of this society, since the ban was put on amateur 
radio activities at the outbreak of hostilities, was held in the Lorna 
Doone Tea Room on Wednesday, November 21, 1945, There were twenty- 
five members and guests in attendance, 3 


The meeting was opened by our president, Mr. Bruce Grant. The 
president reviewed the past activities of the club and expressed 
high hopes for its future. 


The president c&lled on our former secretary, Mrs. Eva idulheron, to © 
report on the last meeting of the club. Mrs. Mulheron advised the 
assembly that the records had gone astray. She reminded the members 
of the club's decision, six years or so ago, to turn over all cash 

on hand to @ local charity drive. The sum involved, amounted to 
seven dollars ($7.00). Mr. Pat O'Shea and Mr. Charlie McDonala 
agreed with the statements mde. 


Mr. Grant then brought up the matter of enrolling new members. He 
advised that membership fees had formerly been set at fifty cents 
(.50¢) a year. A very lengthy discussion followed. The matter of 
fees was Settled first. It was the opinion of some that they should 
be raised, but, because the club is not likely to have much of a 
financial drain until the bands are really opened. Mr. Les Harris 
motioned that a fee of fitty cents (.50¢) stand for the remainder of 
this year which expires March 3lst., next. Thé motion was seconded 
by Mr. Bert Lambert, and was carried. Regarding new members, some 
few were of the opinion that anyone interested in short wave radio 
should be allowed memberhip. Others took exception to this. Mr. 
O'Shea reminded members of the club's constitution in which it is 
stated that only Licensed radio amateurs are admitted to membership. 
Mr. McDonald suggested that all in attendance be allowed to become 
members as they showed their interest by attending the meeting. wr. 
Harold Dow voiced strong disapproval of allowing any 5.W.L. member- 
Ship. Mrs. Mulheron suggested that non-members present who did not 
possess a "ticket" be admitted into the club as associate members. 
The discussion was closed by deciding that anyone present who wished 
to join the club may do so. Their membership to be in force until 
March 31, 1946. But, this procedure would not set a precedent for 
the future. 


At this point Mr. O'Shea spoke of the "Canadian Amateur Radio 
Operators Association", being organized in Toronto. This 
organization is expected to become national and requires the support 
of all active radio amateurs. Mr. O'Shea suggested that we, as a 
club, affiliate ourselves with their movement. A short discussion 
followed. A motion was made by myself and seconded by Mr. Page that 
a letter be written to A.R.O.A. expressing our desire of affiliation 
and asking for further information. The motion was carried. 


Mr. Lambert spoke of the fine work Mr. O'Shea of Fort William and 

Mr. Smith of Port Arthur have done in training operators for 
licenses. He pointed out that almost every Lakehead operator owed 
his initial training to either one or both of these men. Mr. Lambert 
moved @ vote of thanks to them. The motion was seconded by Mr. 
Blennerhasset. The motion was carried. 
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The president then advised members that Mrs. Mulheron had tendered 
her resignation as secretary-treasurer of the club, as she is 
Leaving the Lakehead to take up residence in Toronto. A vote of 
thanks and a wish for future success was extended Mrs. Mulheron 
on behalf of the club by Mr. O'Shea. Nominations were then opened 
for Secretary-Treasurer. Mr. Eric Page was nominated by Mr. 
Blennerhasset and myself by Mir. O'Shea. 


The president told the members that the present executive would 
carry on until March 31, 1946, when general elections would be 
held. The meeting was then thrown open to a general discussion, . 
in which everything from a crystal set to the diversity and from 
the spark to radar were discussed. 


Mr. Grant asked that a motion of adjournment be placed betore the 


meeting. Mr. Owen moved that the meeting be adjourned. Nr. 
McDonald seconded the motion which was carried.

‘On December 19, 1945, this club met in the Lorna Doone Tea Room. 


After a very enjoyable dinner,the meeting was opened by the 
president, Bruce Grant, who immediately asked that the minutes 

of the last mesting be read. An amendment was placed before the 
assembly by the president, to the effect that the name of the “s 
newly elected Secretary-Treasurer, Ray Greer, be included in the 
minutes, The amendment met general consent, so Bruce Grant asked 
that some one place a motion that the minutes be adopted as read. 
The motion, which was carried was made by Bill Blennerhassett, 

and, seconded by Ray Godsalve. 


The president then advised that no reply has, as yet, been received 
to our letter of inquiry to the Toronto Ops. Bruce Grant told us 
that Charlie Fiel@éhouse, who was to talk on Antennae Arays, was 
unavoidable detained and could not attend the meeting. The 
president also advised that the General Electric people will have 
films to show at our next meeting. 


Mr. Grant then called on Harold Dow. Harold had a coil winding 
contest arranged for us, and, Re Ae Boorman won the prize. 


Alex Foulton was introduced at this point. Alex gave us 4 talk on 
radar. He let us in only on that phase of radar which the military 
has released. Alex kept the strictly hush-hush strictly hush-hush: 


Pat O'Shea was then called upon. Mr. O'Shea produced an oscillator, 
key and loud speaker, and, announced a code contest. At the end of 
the first trial we all produced very red faces. Ray Godsalve 
handled the key. Lloyd Collins, a club member from way back, took 
all honours for copy. 


A proposal of establishing a membership committee to look after new 
members and encourage all hams to join our organization was advanced 
by Ray Greer. Ralph Parker said that he had lived at the Lakehead 
since 1931 and had never been asked to join the club. AS a result 
he felt left out of local amateur activities. The president advised 
that any one who holds an amateur certificate is acceptable as a 
member, and, that he believed this generally understood here. Bruce 
Grant admitted, though that we are lax in our method of handling 
new members, but, that this will be rectified. Bruce Grant then 
invited Ralph Parker to join our ranks, and, asked others who were 
non-members and possessed the necessary qualifications to do the 
same. Ralph Parker then took the floor and said, that being a full- 
pledged member he could talk more frankly. He told us of @ guest, 
who although he joined our club claimed he was not given 4 warm 
welcome. This sort of thing is no good, he said. Be more 
constructive. Give us a strictly ham programme. dave QSL cards 
routed to one person who is known to the postmaster. In reply to 
Ralph's remarks, He ghee | the treatment of guests, Mr. H. EH. Clarke 
said he had attended our first meeting as a guest. Mr. Clarke said 
that he was introduced to all present, and had such a good time that 
he joined the club. Mr. O'Shea said that in pre war days all QSLs 
improperly addressed were sent to him by the Postmaster. He re-routed 
them to the addressee. Ed Gareau asked that the club think of the 
returning serviceman who knew radio but had no knowledge of 
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amateur radio. He suggested that this man would no doubt make a 
good ham when acquainted with our hobby. Ralph Parker then asked 
about membership cards and the possibility of having mimeograph 
sheets of ham news made up and sent to the members monthly. Mr. 
O'Shea motioned that membership cards be printed. Ray Godsalve 
seconded the motion which was carried. Alex Foulton suggested 
forming work committees outside of the executive in order that 

each member have a club job to do, thus maintaining interest in 

the club. The president then summed all suggestions and criticisms. 
He told of the advisory committee which had been formed to take care 
of service men and the problems of new members. lir. O'Shea is

.ten thousand hams spread all over the earth got on ten metres we. 
would find what ails it-when it could be worked and when it couldnt, 
where it would get-and where it wouldnt, and find ways of trapping 
Signals on that band which are going over our heads now simply because 
there ace not enough of us on that band to take it apart and see what 
makes it tick, 7 | | 
There is no problem facing humanity to day, that will not show a 

definite improvement once the human mind is applied to it, and most

when the best we can think of when our boys go wrong ie to hang them, 
We should take iiake bore out of the dock and put in the dock our 
GOVERNMENT, and try them for the social érime of listening to, the 
profit hunting Sidaeetad Eaxdcsote who insisted that government 
ROB thousands of the best type of young citizens of their hobby

A motion that the minutes be adopted 
as read was placed by 3AKI, and seconded by 3AFQ. 


The president then asked that the roll ocail of members 
pe made. 


SPW suggested that in place of a person's proper name, 
members should use that person's call sign. The suggestion met 
hearty approval by all members present and was adopted. 


A letter from the VE ops was read by the president. 33J 
remarked that a copy of the ops constitution was forwarded with the 
letter, and, a8 their constitution is quite long suggested that any 
member who cared to read them may do so at this or any succeeding 
meeting. 3SJ reminded members of the advantages of becoming VE ops 
members. 3CH suggested that our membership fee and that of the VE 
ops be collected at the same time as it looked as if the Lakehead 
should and would play a big part in VE ops radio. The suggestion 
wiil be reconsidered at the meeting in March when the new dues will 
be set. 


VBA gave us an interesting talk on commercial radio. He 
spoke principally of the commercial radio operator field and the 
course of study to be followed in working towards a second class 
ticket.

The president then advised members of the various working 
committees which have been formed.

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REPORT BY THE SECRETARY RE 
RESOLUTION PASSED AT 


MEETING JAN 28 


In accordance with the resolution passed at the 
last regular meeting which gave the Secretary discretionary 
powers in interviewing Local Radio Dealers and explaining 
the attitude of the Lakehead Wireless Experimenters with regard 
to Broadcast Interference the following visits were made: 


Chapples Limited - One of the Radio Salesman as 
well as th Radio Serviceman were 
interviewed. Some interesting 
angles grose in respect to the 
interference which Amateurs have 
caused to both the AC/DC sets as 
well as the larger BCL sets. 
They acknowledged the weakness of 
the small type set but felt that 
where interference was experienced 
with larger type sets that the 
Amateur should endeavour to shield 
his own equipment more carefully. 


Mahon Electric Co. = The Radio Salesman in this Store 
objected to the recent Press notice 
with respect to the AC/DC sets whereas 
the opinion of the Serviceman was in 
sympathy with the Radio Amateurs. 


As the feeling of the last regular meeting was expressed 
in the Daily Papers of both cities, the Secretary felt that it would 
accomplish just as much as lengthy discussions with various Radio 
Dealers would. In Fort William the matter received front page prior- 
ity and also received good publicity in Port Arthur as well. 


I would recommen to this Club, in view of the result of 
interviews with the dealers mentioned and also comments received with 
respect to newspaper publicity: 


"That all Amateurs, and more particularly members of the 
Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters Association, be 
urged to construct radio telephony equipment in metal 
cabinets if at all possible and also that trensmission 
lines be carefully constructed and erected to eliminate 
as much as possible interference to Broadcast Listenzes. 
That where the Radio Listense's set is at fault, every 
effort be made to correct same in order to preserve a 
friéndly feeling and cooperation among all c@ncerned."

Dear Mr. Gibson: 


Some years ago the Radio Amateurs of Thunder Bay District organized the Canadian 
Lakehead “ireless Experimenters. The club was formed to further the interests of 
Amateur Radio here, and in Canada as a whole. Our membership was and is open only 
to persons who possess a duly authorized Certificate of Proficiency in Amateur 
Radio of Canada. 


Prior to the war we operated a club radio station using the call, VESUE, licensed 
in the name of B, Rudman. The equipment was donated by members. Our club rooms 
were in the Kam Club in Fort William, At the out break of the war we disbanded 
and returned all equipment to the original owners. 


Last November we held a re-orgenization meeting, and have held monthly meetings 
since that time. ie number twenty-six mombers in good standing. It is our purpose 
to again set up a club radio station, but, there are a number of obstacles stand- 
ing in the way. First, the Kam Club building has been sold, and we are unable to 
rent our old club rooms, New space must be founfl before we can set up our rig. 
Secondly, Mr. Rudman intends to operate his own station, therefore, we cannot use 
his call and license. Thirdly, radio equipment and technic have changed somewhat | 
in the few years we have been inactive, and, the equipment we now have would nop 
be suiteable to an efficiently operated station. Obstacles one and three are not 
too difficult and, with a little time, we can over come them. But, it now appears 
that it is not the policy of our government to issue Amateur Radio Licenses to 

an organization or a group of individuals, these licenses are issued to private 
persons only. However, as our station would be used primarily as a relay station 
linking the east and the west, which, we believe, is in keeping with your idea 
of the Air Foree Amateur Radio System: We will apprecaite, then, your advising 

if our club can be organized as a "Flight" of the AFARS, 


I would like to point out here that in the event of our club getting this appoint- 
ment, we will set up a special committee to look after the operation of the station 
We will be pleased to supply you with any further information you may require, and, 
should you wish, we will forward a copy of our constitution, to you.

To All Canadian Amateur Radio Clubs: 


By this time the name of the Canadian Amateur Radio Operators’ Association is 
probably familiar to the majority of VE's. The magazine XTAL has been welcomed 
everywhere as the first all-Canadian publication devoted entirely to amateur 
radio, and it is becoming increasingly obvious that it has won unanimous support. 
As a logical result of its activities to date, certain questions are being asked 
by members and non-members alike: what is the policy behind the Association? 

y~ Goes it intend to restrict its efforts to the publication of a magazine? does it 
intend to seek recognition by the Department of Transport as the official 
representative of Canadian amateurs? This letter will attempt to answer som of 
these questions, which, we realize, have gone too long unanswered. 


To start with, it has probably been made clear that the Association was formed 

by & very small group of Toronto hams who have no commercial interests, and who 
can lay claim to no more technical, physical, mental or financial qualifications 
than possessed by most hams in this country. They were, however, inhabited by 

the germ of an idea: the conviction that a national amateur association was 
desirable from many points of view, not because the work of the ARRL was considered 
unsatisfactory, but because its activities could be supplemented by an organization 
which would provide a medium for the expression of Canadian opinion on all 
subjects, as well as contests and other activities of prime interest to VE's. 

Last but not least, it would help to give the hams of this country 4 sense of 
nationalistic pride in their endeavours, distinct from those of any other country. 


-~ That the need did actually exist is corroborated by hundreds and hundreds of 
letters in our files. This, naturally, is gratifying to the group who originated 
the movement, but they do not feel that the response has empowered them to take 
matters into their own hands. Rather they feel, more than ever before, subordinated 
to the wishes of over two thousand members... Lately, however, those members have 
been letting Headquarters know that they feel the need extends beyond the obvious 
one of a national publication. They want their Association to represent them at 
Ottawa when frequencies are being allocated, to negotiate changes in rules and 
regulations, to speak for Canadian amateurs at international conferences. Some 
come right out and say that they want the CAROA to supplant the ARRL in this 
country and to apply for membership in the IARU as a separate unit. Let's consider 
these matters briefly. 


First, we think that the officers of any Association should act, as far as possible, 
as the members wish them to act. In accordance with numerous requests, a poll will 
be taken in the near future on a currently controversial subject, that of phone-cw 
allocations. When the results of this poll are received, they will be communicated 
to the Department of Transport and we have every reason to believe that they will 
be carefully considered. 
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Second, with regard to the suggestion that the CAROA replace the ARRL in Canada. We 
quote By-law 30 attached to the Constitution of The American Radio Relay League 
(revised to July 1, 1946); 


"The policy of the League in.Canada@ shall be that of a friendly 
hand for the amateurs of a sister country pending their growth 
to such numbers and strength that their ability to, form and 
conduct a self-governing non-commercial amateur organization 
throughout the Dominion is evident... The activities of the League 
in Canada shall be regarded as a temporary stewardship under- 
taken at the request of Cansdian amateurs.: Whenever Canadian 
amateurs shall petition for their own organization, and it is 
manifest to a majority of the entire Board of Directors that 

the success of a separate Dominion organization is assured, the 
Board of Directors shall aid in establishing and proclaiming 

a separate all-Canadian organization to operate under a 
constitution similar in tenor to that of this League; and this 
League shall henceforth relinquish all direct activity in Canada.” 


It' is obvious from the above that no political problem exists in this connection 

and that the door is open for the CAROA to assume control in Canada. But let's 
consider the responsibilities of our ASgociation if it were suddenly confronted 

with the authority to represent Canada in amateur affairs. It would need a good- 
sized staff of capable men working full-time, and an office of considerable proportions 
to accommodate them. The staff must be able to travel to Ottawa, to Hartford, to 
meetings of affiliated clubs, abroad if necessary. Its Directors must attend regular 
meetings. A Headquarters station must be operated, XTAL published, votes taken, and 
so on. Now all this isn't fantastic; a*visit to ARRL Headquarters will reveal that 
even 4 non-commercial venture has limitless possibilities if intelligently managed. 
But frankly the CAROA is not in this position. Its troubles, admittedly, are in the 
main financial. Starting with no capital, it has two sources of revenue: membership 
fees, and advertising income from XTAL.--It-has unlimited sources of outgo: XTAL, 
which costs 15¢ per copy to publish, but which is sold at 10¢; a staff of three, 
which often has to exist on faith, hope and gratuities; rent, telephone, agency 
commissions, stationery, postage, and so on-and so on. This picture, we believe, 
will improve from now on, but inevitably it-will take tims. We are not begging 

for handouts, nor are we expecting miracles; “but we do want and need the support 

of every ham in Canada. We want your memberships, your club news, your articles 

for XTAL, and above all, your support and your patience. If you have any suggestions 
for the Association's management or the conduct of its activities, it is your right 
and duty to communicate them to Headquarters for consideration by the Executive. 
Every effort is being made to expand the Association's usefulness, but in the mean- 
time its limitations must be understood. 


It is hoped that this letter will help to clarify matters in the minds of your club's 
officers and members. We regret that it must be substituted for a personal visit 

by one of the Headquarters staff. Your comments will help us steer our future 
course.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 30th ultimo, 
and take this opportunity of thanking you for your assistance in the 
policing of the assigned amateur frequencies and your offer to assist in 
the suppression of inductive interference. 


It is regretted that there are forced delays in the examinations 
of prospective amateurs, however, with other assigned work there has been 
no alternative. 


Examinations are being held at this office between December 20- 
3lst, amateur experimental, commercial, and radiotelephone (Airline pilots 
etc.). Each candidate will be advised of the exact date sometime during 
December. 


Seven prospective amateurs were already on the list and I have 
added the names of Mr. A. De Giacomo and Mr. L. Bennet. 


After the close of navigation I will have at least one assistant 
and it is hoped that thereafter examinations will be held at more frequent 
intervals. 


It has been noted that in the past some candidates submit a 
Certificate of Registration of Birth instead of the Birth Certificate. 
Only the latter is satisfactory and it might be advisable to bring this to 
the attention of any prospective amateurs who have not been in touch with 
this office.
